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Artemisia montana Pamp. var. shir etokoer* sis Ko. Ito, var. nov. 

Herba vix aromatica. Rhizoma repens. Gaulis e basi ascendente 3-5.5 mm in 
diametro erectus, 40-100 cm altus, dense niveo-arachnoideo-tomentosus cum inflores- 
centiis. Folia radicalia sub anthesi emarcida, folia caulina media ovata, ca. 5-11 
cm longa, 5-7 cm lata, supra arachnoideo-tomentosa, in fructu glabrata, subtus 
dense niveo-arachnoideo-tomentosa cum nervis, textura crassiuscula, profunde pin- 
natisecta, laciniis 3-4-jugis, anguste oblongis vel oblongis, vel obovatis, apice 
plerumque acutis, interdum acuminatis, pinnatifidis vel inciso-dentatis. Folia 
superiora sursum gradatim minora, trifida vel integra, elliptica vel oblonga, vel 
oblongo-lanceolata. Inflorescentia racemoso-paniculata, 20-60 cm longa, 20-40 cm 
lata, multicephala, ramis ramulisque in fructu valde ascendentibus, raro ramulis 
suberectis approximatis. Gapitula 3-4 mm longa, 1.5-2 (-2.5) mm in diametro. 
Involucrum modeste arachnoideum, globoso-campanulatum vel campanulatum, 
squamae triseriales imbricatae, exteriores breviores, late ovatae acutae, dorso virides 
"ceterum membranaceae, 1.5-2.5 mm longae, interiores oblongae apice rotundatae, 
3 mm longae, dorso virides ceterum membranaceae. Receptaculum globosum 
nudum. Flos £ ca. 5-6, corolla 1.2 mm longa, sparse hispida. Flos £ Ca. 6-10, 
corolla 2.4-3 mm longa, glanduloso-punctata, pars angusta tubi 1-1.2 mm longa. 
Antherae 0.8-1 mm longae anguste oblongae, basi bifidae acutae, filamenta superne 
dilatata. Styli rami apice truncati dilatati penicillati.—FI. VIII. 

A typo recedit planta minore vix aromatica, foliis crassiore supra arachnoideo- 
tomentosis subtus cum nervis dense niveo-araneo-tomentosis, et floribus praecociore. 

Hab. Hokkaido: prov. Kitami; Shiretoko Penin. Shiretoko-misaki (Jul. 28, 
1964, Ko. Ito & M. Tohyama)—this was transplanted and cultivated in Sapporo 
(Aug. 20, 1964, fl.—holotype in SAP A), do. (Jul. 27, 1962, Ko. Ito), Unakibetsu 
(Aug. 6, 1960, Y. Ikeda), Rusha (Jul. 11, 1951, coll. ?). 

The new variety differs from A. montana by the smaller size and little 
aromatic leaves thicker in texture and fairly densely cobwebby above. It is 
interesting that the present variety grows, in an average, in an intermediate zone 
between the maritime vegetation (containing A. Stelleriana ) and the meadow 
vegetation on the terrace (containing mesophytic A. montana , A. japonica and A. 
Koidzumii). But A . montana var. montana intermingles with this variety near 
fishermen’s lodges in the maritime vegetation by human agency. 
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
